O W amiable, how excellent, how uſeful is Be- 
nevolence ! which gives luſtre to the character, 
and ferenity to the heart ; engages the univerſal 
affection, and adds its greateſt merit to the human nature. 
It is the higheſt perfection, not only of men, but of an- 


gels ; nay it is the higheſt perfection, not of men, not of 


angels only, but of the Deity himſelf: of the almighty 


and eternal God, concerning whom we are told, that he 


is Lovx, pure eſſential love and benevolence to the whole 
univerſe of his unnumbered creatures. 

No wonder then, that this divine temper is deeply root- 
ed in the nature of man: no wonder that the Son of God, 
whom diſintereſted benevolence humbled to the ſevereſt 
ſufferings upon earth, hath made that benevolence, in his 
facred word, the ſtandard of all excellence, and the fi 
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mit of all moral perfection: that benevolence, to which 
we are ſo forcibly influenced by the common wants, and 


common weakneſſes of our nature; and to which ſuch ir- 


reſiſtible motives of intereſt, of duty, and of happineſs, 
ſtimulate. | 


And no wonder in this view, that the benevolent Man 
immediately obtains the warm approbation of every ſym- 
pathetic heart; for who can with-hold it from a character 


| ſo truly great, and—T had almoſt ſaid divine]! Behold 


him, (to collect only a few rays of his brightneſs, not to 
attempt a draught of his full-orb'd luſtre) behold the 600D 


MAN, warmed by the precepts, and animated by the pattern 
of his redeemer—like that redeemer, glowing with the love, 


and anxious for the welfare of his fellow-creatures! Large 


is his heart, and liberal are his hands. With this he feels, 


he compaſſionates ; with thoſe he relieves, he comforts 
the wants and miſeries of the children of affliction, No 


narrow prejudices, no diſcriminating circumſtances damp 


the glow of his compaſſion, or ſtop the current of his be- 
neficence. Even injuries, repeated injuries, cannot cauſe 
him to withdraw his good-will, or to deny his good of- 
fices to the injurious, when wretched, and in need of aſ- 
fiſtance. He conſiders not ſo much the merit, as the ne- 
ceſſities of the object: human nature and diſtreſs are al- 
ways ſufficient titles to his pity and relief. 

The higher his ſtation, and the more extenſive his in- 
fluence, the more he ſtudies to adorn that ſtation, and to 
employ that influence, whether of wealth, of wiſdom, or 

of 


SF 

of power, to the great ends of bleſſing mankind ; and of 
diffuſing around the enlivening beams of univerſal Bene- 
volence ; like the ſun, an inferior miniſter of provi- 
dence; which cheers, invigorates, and ſuſtains the ſur- 
rounding world *. He knows that the higheſt, the beſt 
prerogative of an exalted ſtation is to afford ſhelter to in- 
feriors, who repoſe themſelves under ſuch cover and pro- 
tection : he knows, that only by doing good, a man can 
truly enjoy the advantages of being eminent. 


* See Hume's eſſays, Vol. IV.—IIt is impoſſible to read without appro- 
bation Mr, Zume's Remarks on Benevolence in particular; while at the 
ſame time the good heart muſt feel a ſenſible concern, that a man of ſuch 
abilities, and ſuch ſentiments, ſhould ever employ his pen to ſo unworthy 
and pernicious a purpoſe, as the unſettling the great principles of that holy 
and excellent Religion, which this writer n know, bears all the marks 
of credibility poſhble : and which is the ever-living ſource of light, 
from whence he hath kindled his taper An author ſo acute, can- 

not but be convinced, that he 1s reaſoning againſt truth, when he op 
poſes the great principles of Chriſtianity : cannot but perceive, that 
ſophiſtry guides the pen, when he pleads in the perſon of Epicurus, and 
when he attempts to decry the evidence of Miracles. Yet can the 
man, who ſpeaks ſuch exquiſite things on the ſubject of Benevolence, have 


a bad heart?—I would fain believe not: and do earneſtly wiſh, that he 


would not act as an enemy to ſociety, and to the moſt pure and refined 
truth ever revealed to man: that he would engage in a better cauſe, 
and endeavour to ſet forth in their fine colours, and as he is able, the high 
precepts of the Goſpel. For, let him only recollect, what muſt be his fate 
in a future world (and he believes a future world) if the Chriſtian Religion 
prove true? While the chriſtian, even upon bi: Prineipeets cannot be 
_ ſhould his religion prove falſe. 
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Let me obſerve too, that the benevolence, which thus 
leads to an active concern for the univerſal welfare, 
will naturally incline the good man to do all his kind 
offices in the moſt amiable and engaging manner. He 


will reverence the afflicted; and miniſter his comforts, 


of whatever ſort, with ſo much mildneſs and huma- 
nity, as ſhall never ſhock or pain the generous and 
ſenſible heart.—Nor will he want ſollicitations to acts 
of goodneſs and charity: they are the delight of his ſoul; 
they are in part the employment of his life; he is conti- 


nually ſeeking after them ; and ſtudying how to be moſt 
beneficial to his fellow-creatures ; ſo that by enabling him 
to be fo, you give him the moſt exquiſite ſatisfaction.— 
Nay, and ſhould his beneficence be abuſed ; ſhould ingra- 
titude and diſappointment often and again thwart his beſt 


deſigns, yet will he not be wearied in doing good ! Can- 


did in all his cenſures, and abounding ſtill in charitable 
hopes, he will perſevere in the path of right: and know- 
ing, that ſucceſs doth not always attend good deſerts or 


good endeavours; he will-take care only to deſerve that 
ſucceſs, and to uſe every proper method for the attain- 
ment: and then leave the reſt to the great diſpoſer of all 
events; ſelf-ſatisfied in the rectitude of his own inten- 


Well then may we repeat— even from this imperfect 
ſketch “ How amiable, how excellent, how uſeful is 


Benevolence!“ Would you ſee it in a clearer view, (as 


light 
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light is moſt diſtinguiſhed by ſhade) place by the fide 
of our good man, the ſelfiſh, ſordid, low-minded be- 
ing, whoſe groveling ſoul is eyer bent to carth, and his 
own miſerable intereſts ; who never lifts his louring eye 
beyond the ſphere of his own advantage; and whoſe ac- 
tions are continually directed by the infallible needle of 
private good; a wretch, who is never communicative, but 
where he expects a greater return; wiſhing to draw all 
to himſelf, but never willing to diſperſe abroad in bleſſings 
to others—greedy as the ſea, and barren as the ſhore! 

From ſuch a contraſt the benevolent man will acquire 
new luſtre; and appear with double grace in your eyes. 
And it will be a pleaſing reflection, that amidſt the pre- 
valence of ſelfiſhneſs, of diſſipation, and of diſregard to ſe- 
rious religion, (too juſtly complained of, I fear, in the 
preſent day) yet benevolent characters happily abound 
amongſt us: for works of benevolence never abounded 
more. Private charity diſpenſes every where her kindly 
ſaccours: national charity to ſufferers in other climes hath 
never been wanting ; Liſbon in its overthrow can witneſs 
the humanity of Britain; and even our enemies, to the 
particular honour of the preſent times, have rejoiced in the 
warmth of our bounty; we have fed the hungry and 
cloath'd the naked, even of thoſe who are our moſt in- 
veterate adverſaries. And public charity rears up her 
lovely head and triumphs !-—There ſhe ſhews you chriſ- 
tian knowledge widely ſpread thoughout the earth ; and 
_ thouſands of children inſtructed in the principles of evan- 


gelical 
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gelical truth. There ſhe ſhews you deſolate and afflicted 
widows, with their orphans around them, forgetting a- 
while the loſs of every earthly comfort, and their fad 
downfall from a ſtate of plenty and of peace, while the 
tender hand of ſympathetic benevolence ſooths their ſor- 
TOWS, and adminiſters to their ſupport.—There ſhe ſhews 
you the ſick, the wounded, and the lame, ſmiling amidſt 
their anguiſh, and bleſſing the benevolence which affords 
them ſuch - ſeaſonable relief, There ſhe ſhews you in- 
duſtry and labour ſheltered under the ravage of a diſeaſe, 
whoſe contagion ſhuts it out from mercy: or ſcorning 
the efforts of that diſcaſe, which heaven-taught art no 
longer ſuffers to walk attended with deſolation and death. 
— There ſhe ſhews you the pregnant mother for awhile 
forgetting her pangs, and gratefully acknowledging the 
goodneſs, which gives her ſuch comfort in the hour of 
greateſt need. There ſhe ſhews you even phrenzy, at a 
lucid interval, thankful in her cell to the charitable mer- 
cy, which ſcreens from public view poor humanity fo hor- 
ribly degraded. — There the ſhews you deſerted infants; ; 
there little outcaſts and unfriended- orphans, kindly ſhel- 
tered from the rude blaſts of infamy, of ignorance, of 
ruin; and made inſtrumental to the commerce, the de- 
fence, and the domeſtic neceſſities of the nation.— And 
there ſhe ſhews you happy PeniTENTS rejoicing in the 
goodneſs of their God; and pouring out their tears and 
thanks to heaven and their benefactors, for reſtoring 


them

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them to all things dear and valuable to human creatures 
upon earth!!! ?! 

Muſt not, oh muſt not a benevolence like this, - thug 
diffuſive, large and univerſal—* which delivers the poor, 
b the fatherleſs, and him who hath none to help him; 
% which is eyes to the blind, and feet to the 1 (Ing Y 
* which faves thoſe who were ready to periſh, and cauſes 

« the widow” s heart to ſing for joy; Muſt not this 
45 make our ears, when they hear it, to bleſs; and our eyes 
© when they ſee it, to give glad witneſs ” to the authors 
and promoters of ſuch works of love? Can we refuſe 
them our hearts warmeſt teſtimony ? ? May we not hope 
that the prevalence of a virtue, ſo eſtimable In the fight 
of God our Saviour, will plead with his goodneſs in be- 
half of our nation, ſo bleſt, ſo eminently favoured by him; 
will ſtand in the gap between us and our manifold ini- 
quities ; and ſecure to us, through many generations, thoſe 
high felicities ſo peculiarly o our own! 


* Theartily wiſh, that I was able to enumerate, amongſt theſe public 
and amiable works, An ASYLUM for the BLIND.” There is no 
need to expatiate on the misfortune of Joſs of fight ; nor to hint, how pain- 
ful it is to the humane and feeling heart, to be ſtruck with the cries of the 
blind at almoſt every corner of the ftreets of our metropolis. Would it not 
be a work of diſtinguiſhed bumanity to remove all theſe unhappy objects to 
a proper place ; and to employ them in ſuch works as they are capable of 
executing ; {there are + ſuch works ;) and to allow them a comfortable 
ſubliſtence ? 
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«02 may the coodncls of God not only crown out 
land with every bleſſing ; not only pour forth abun- 
* dantly into every heart, that ſpirit of benevolence, 
„ which hath already been productive of fo many lau- 
« dable undertakings :—but may his providential care 
40 proſper and ſucceed every ſuch undertaking! May the 
dew of his mercy fall richly upon every good deſign ; 
* and cauſe each one of them to flouriſh abundantly and 
bring forth the moſt defireable fruits, to the encou- 
« ragement, ſatisfaction, and comfort of the benevo- 
* lent, the worthy, and truly honourable promoters of 
© them!” 

But while we are withing proſperity and good luck in 


the name of the Lord, to every benevolent inſtitution, 


vou will allow me to requeſt at preſent. your more par- 
ticular attention to that diſtinguiſhed work of huma- 
nity, for which I am appointed to plead, and which 
ſurely deſerves a far better advocate—But I am en- 
gaged—It will therefore avail me little to urge that 
I am preſt involuntarily into this ſervice ; which I ſhould 


have rejoiced to have ſeen performed by one of abilities, of 


dignity, of reputation, far ſuperior to mine: it will avail 


me little to urge, that I have not only faid from the pul- 


pit, but the preſs, repeatedly and again *, all I had to offer 


on the ſubject; and what arguments can I now uſe in

behalf of this amiable undertaking? All I can truſt to, 
is the benevolence of your hearts, which your preſence 
here proves, are already intereſted in favour of our charity. 
And ſurely if ever charitable defign peculiarly claimed 
the patronage of the great and the good; it is this for 
which we plead. Every chriſtian, every humane, every ten- 
der and compaſſionate motive unites to recommend and 
enforce it to the heart. 

Mean and deſpicable is the attempt to raiſe the reputa- 
tion of one good work upon the ruin of another ; or to 
think of applauding this by depreciating the merit of that 
charity. True benevolence, however it may affe& one 
more than another, will yet rejoice in all: and though it 
may not be able to lend much help to all, while more 
immediately attached to one; yet will it cordially approve 
all, and, as far as it can, aſſiſt them; ſhining like a good 
planet, with a benign influence on all within its ſphere : 
and by the liberality of its ſentiments at leaſt, partici- 
pating of the merit of every good work. 

Theſe, I know, are the generous ideas of the en- 
couragers of our preſent deſign; whoſe bounty is by 
no means confined to this ſingle work of mercy ; but 
diffuſed, like ſtreams of water, through the dry de- 
ſert of neceſſity and ſuffering; but communicated to 
many other humane and praiſe-worthy inſtitutions “. 

* Let me requeſt any perſon to compare the lift of the Governors of the 


Magdalen Charity, with that of the ſeveral! others enumerated in a former 


page; and the recurrence of the ſame benevolent names will abundantly 
prove my aſſertion. 
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It will never therefore be judged that we mean to 
prejudice any one of them (God forbid that ſuch 
a thought ſhould ever harbour itſelf in my heart!) 
that we mean to divert the current of benevolence from 
other objects of pity, from other labours of love; 
while for our preſent inſtitution, we urge, and will 
endeavour to prove, that it is one of the GREATEST and 
TRUEST Charities in which men or Chriſtians can be 


engaged. 
Now -of human 8 that muft be the beſt nd 


the moſt perfect, which approaches neareſt to the 
ſtandard of all goodneſs and perfection. Muſt not 
that then be the trueſt and the higheſt charity, which 


moſt reſembles the charity of God; of Chriſt ; and of 


good angels? Muſt not that be the higheſt chari- 
ty, which provides not only for the bodily diſtreſſes of 
fellow - creatures, but for all their ſpiritual wants: which 


not only reſtores to health, to reputation, to peace in 


this world; but, properly improved, to everlaſting health 
and peace in the future world? Muſt not that be the 


higheſt charity, which not only conſults for the happi- 


neſs of the objects themſelves, but which takes in a 
large and affecting circle, all the dear and tender names 
of parent, brother, ſiſter, friend: —— and which gives 
balm and relief to the moſt acute and tormenting of 
all pains, the pain of the affectionate parent's wounded 


| heart? —— Muſt not that be the higheſt charity, which 


gives hope to the hopeleſs ; relieves, from unuttera- 
EO, 25 „ 
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ble diſtreſs, ſouls plunged into the very bitterneſs of 
woe; teaches the tongue to bleſs, which before in de- 
ſpair even blaſphemed its God, and curſed its own exi- 
ſtence; teaches the hands to labour, which were wan- 
toning in the moſt pernicious idleneſs: and which, at the 
ſame time, that it removes obnoxious and deſtructive, re- 
ſtores uſeful and induſtrious members to the common- 
veal ? | 

Such is the charity, ' which we would recommend 
to your favourable ſuccour : it cannot want that ſuccour ; 
for your hearts not only feel the noble touches of bene- 
volence ; but you are deſirous to imitate the pattern of all 
perfection; to be like your God, and your Saviour; and 
to enjoy the buſineſs and the blefledneſs of angels. This 
you will enjoy, by communicating to our preſent inſtitu- 
tion; thus reſtoring to God, to happineſs and to hope, 
loſt and ruined ſinners ! And finners—let me add, fur- 
ther to recommend our inſtitution— who, denied the 
ſhelter of this hoſpitable charity, what probability, I 
might ſay, what poſſibility have they to avoid the miſeries 
of utter perdition? No benevolent heart would ſurely re- 
fuſe them one chance, one ſingle chance for repentance and 
life! And this is all we plead for,---Nay certainly, not 
even the moſt rigid virtue would deny one chance, one 
ſingle chance for ſalvation, to any unhappy fellow-crea- 
tures; eſpecially when able to give them that chance; and 
when morally aſſured, that they muſt for ever be loſt 


without it! Ro 
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<< But then, fome may ſay, were it not better to unite 


all our efforts for the prevention of this evil; which is at- 
tended with ſueh dreadfat conſequences?” Yes doubt- 


leſs, we reply, if it could be prevented: but while 
human paſſions. continue what they are, it is much 
to be feared, that no efforts cm wholly prevent this 
evil. Certainly by the increaſed diligence of the magiſ- 


trate, much of the public nuiſance, ſo juſtly complained 


of, and fo reproachful to the police, and chriftiani- 
ty of our metropolis, might be removed*; and it is 


hoped, wilt be removed. But while haman nature re- 


mains as it is, men will ſeduce, and women will heark- 
en; and there will ever be, as there has ever. been, too 
many deluded objects, to move our CIO, * 
to call for our chriſtian concern. 

« But theſe (it may be ſaid again) are moſt worthleſs 


objects; they have brought themſelves into theſe evils ; 
and conſequently merit no pity.” Alas, how ſuperficially 


do they reflect upon the charity of God and of Chriſt ; 
how little upon the nature of true benevolence ; who thus 


* Unqueſtionably theſe miſerable wretches might be prevented from pl y- 
ing ſo ſcandalouſſy in the great and leading ſtreets of the metropolis : un- 
queſtionably fo many of the houſes harbouring, notoriouſly harbouring 


them, might be diſcountenanced : unqueſtionably they might be prevented 


from ſitting out to eaſnare, in ſome parts of the town, even in the broad light 
of the mid-day !—and all this without any danger of leſſening the number of 
ſuch women to that degree, that worſe vices would follow ! 


object? 
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object For whom doth God diſpenſe his providential 
bleſſings; upon whom doth his ſun ſhine, and his light 
ariſe ?---only on the juſt ?- For whom did God ſend his 
only begotten. into the world: for whom did that only 
begotten bleed and die on the croſs ?---only for the worthy 
and deſerving? , No---for a world of ſinners ; for all of 
us, whoſe many offences have made us obnoxious to the 
condemnation of God; and who, therefore ſhall we fay * 
merit no pity ! ”---Far different is the method of our 
God's gracious dealings with us! The prodigal ſon in 
the goſpel brought himſelf into a ſtate of indigence and 
miſery; yet did not his father utterly reject him. The 
adulterous woman; the impure, magdalen ; the denying 
Peter, all, all of them were in this reſpect without ex- 
cuſe; their mouths were ſtopped before God; guilty and 
ſelf- condemned, they had nothing to plead, Yet did he 
freely forgive them all their treſpaſſes.---Nay, and all the 
ſouls, which are, were forfeit once; and he, even he 
who might beſt have taken the advantage, found out the 
remedy. 

Beſides, that benevolence cannot be deemed perfect, 

which diſtinguiſheth only the good and deſerving: they 
not only merit our eſteem, but demand our aſſiſtance; 
it is a kind of debt due to them. But we then ſhew 
true philanthropy, when not the merit alone, but the ne- 
ceſſities and diſtreſſes of objects move us to their relief; 
when we are with-held from * our ſeaſonable 


bounty 
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ty by no narrow and unworthy prejudices ; it being ſuf- 
ficient to engage all our beſt ſervices, with the good Sa- 
maritan, that a fellow-traveller, tho' a Jew, ſtands in need 
of the ſuccour, which we are able to beſtow. * 
Thus much may be urg'd in behalf of the objects of 
our preſent concern, upon the ſuppoſition of their utter 


unworthineſs. 

One would however imagine that no human alt 
could be precipitate in their cenſures, or haſty in their con- 
demnation of fellow- creatures, miſled by a paſſion, which, 
however fatal and dangerous, if unmortified and unſub- 
dued, is yet for wiſe and good ends, interwoven in the 
frame of our nature: and from ſome aberrations in which 
but few, it is to be fear'd, can plead abſolutely guiltleſs. 


When therefore we conſider ourſelves ; when we conſider 


that the moſt generous and humane diſpoſitions have 
ſometimes fallen into this ſnare, and been captivated by 


this delufive paſſion ; when we conſider that ſuch, ma- 


ny ſach, moſt celebrated in ſtory, have not only felt and 


acknowledged the ſevereſt checks of conſcience, but by 


God's grace, have become as eminent for their penitence 
as for their faults: — ſuch reflections muſt ſoften the 


Let it here be obſerved that there can be but two reaſons for puniſhing, 
or for permitting perſons to continue in a ſtate of ſuffering ; namely, for 
example or reformation : when theſe ends are anſwered, it is as barbarous as 
it is uſeleſs, to puniſh; it is abſolutely inbuman not to relieve the ſufferer, 
When therefore unhappy women are deſirous to reform and amend ; What 

can juſtify our conduct, if we refuſe them the means ? 


rigour 
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rigour of our judgments; muſt lead us not to doubt of 
the poſſibility of the thorough and real reformation of 
_ thoſe unhappy young creatures, who have fallen vic- 
tims to a paſſion, which is common to our nature :— 
And who have much to urge, much to plead in their own 
behalf, and in requeſt of our humane forgiveneſs and 
compaſſion. : 

Some of them will tell you of the baſe and treacherous 
arts of mercileſs ſeducers, who by every unlawful method, 
human and divine, by vows, by promiſes, by oaths, won 
their unſuſpecting, honeſt, gentle hearts—hearts yet un- 
practiſed and eſtranged to guile, - won and abandoned 
them (ah cruel and perfidious ! let ſuch boaſt their con- 
queſts l) won and abandoned them to fore deſtruction --- 
Some of them will tell you of the afflicting and early loſs 
of careful and affectionate parents, who left them, left 
their beloved orphans to an injurious world ; left them an 
eaſy, artleſs prey, or ever they could diſtinguiſh evil from 
good, or good from evil; a prey to the inhuman bar- 
- barity of the ſavage miniſters of luſt.--- Others with ſtream- _ 
ing eyes will urge--at leaſt for their continuance in ſuch a 
ſtate,---that they could find no hand to relieve, no heart 
to pity ; that there was no place for them to fly unto, 
that none cared for their fouls : that their friends, nay, 
their deareſt parents forſook them! that they had not, 

they could not find where to lay, where to conceal, their 
wretched heads! And ſome will urge the ſtrong and irre- 

wy eel ole ſiſtible 
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ſiſtible calls of hunger and of thirſt : appetites which muſt 
be ſatisfied : But ah truly pitiable daughters of affliction, 
not hunger and thirſt of their own, but of a miſerable 
babe perhaps, the ſad iſſue of their unfortunate guilt z 
yet not on that aecount the leſs claiming all the tenderneſs 
of maternal love]! And could the mother ſee the little 
helpleſs innocent periſh in her arms? Could ſhe behold 
its tongue cleaving to the roof of its mouth for hunger, 
and for thirſt? Oh what could not a mother rather be- 
hold! what virtue would not fink under ſuch a trial]! can 
wif || a woman forget her ſucking child ?---Pity her, oh pity 
1 | her, ye happier mothers; and ſay, could ye not excuſe a 
N crime ſay rather, will ye not hleſs this hoſpitable cha- 
| | rity, which relieves the inexpreſſible diſtreſs of _—y ſuch 
miſerable women? 
Indeed I cannot but obſerve here, that ſo * are the 
means of ſubſiſtence allowed the female ſex; ſo few the 
occupations which they can purſue ; and thoſe ſo much 
engroſſed by our ſex : ſo ſmall are the profits ariſing from 
their labours, and ſo difficult often the power of ob- 
taining employment, eſpecially for thoſe of doubtful cha- 
raQter :--- and frequently ſo utter their unſkilfulnefs 
15 in any branches of their common induſtry, from a : 
— 1 | miſtaken negle& of their parents in their education; ſe- 

19 veral of whom, while they abſurdly expend much on 
boarding ſchools, think it beneath them to have their 
daughters taught a trade: --80 ſcanty are the means of 

ſub- 
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fubfiſtence ariſing from theſe and the like cauſes, that, it 
is but too well known, many virtuous and decent young 
women, who have been left deſolate with poor unfriend- 
ed children, have been compelled to the horrid neceſſity, 
(- and we want not to be told, what numbers in this 
great city lie in wait to improve and turn to their own ad- 
vantage that neceſſity,) of procuring bread by proſtitu- 
tion ! which nothing could have induced them fo to pro- 
cure, but the cries and tears of hungry children, craving 
the food, which thus becomes the food of bitterneſs to 
the mother, and renders life the moſt oppreſſive burden. 
But I dwell not now on the peculiar hardſhips, difficul- 
ties and diſtreſſes of the female ſex: I dwell not upon the 
temptations to which they are expoſed; in the free and 
unreſtrained uſe of which cruel ſeducers even think them - 
ſelves juſtifiable : I dwell not upon the ſuperior advantages, 
(if advantages they may be called) which our ſex hath 
over them; whoſe reputation ſuffers no ſtain even from an 
avow'd indulgence in this vice; while one unhappy de- 
viation blaſts the fair beauty of the female honour---I | 

dwell not upon theſe topics, they have been already ſuf- 
ficiently handled. ; 5 
Suffer me only to remark, that the ſucceſs of this under- 
taking ſerves above all things to recommend it, and to 
remove every objection which either caution or malevo- 


lence might have to urge againſt it.“ -Of the firſt two 


® See the account at the end of this ſermon. 
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hundred women who voluntarily ſought this happy covert 
from the ſtorm, but a very inconſiderable number at this 
time remains in the houſe ; and ſome of them fo perfectly 
happy and ſatisfied with their ſituation, that they pray 
never to depart thence, and have intreated permiſſion 
from the benevolent governors of the charity to paſs their 
hives, free from danger, free from evil, within thoſe walls 
where they have found ſalvation and peace. 

Of the reft, many have been introduced into creditable 
and decent ſervices, where they have conducted them- 
ſelves with ſo much propriety, that feveral have claimed 
and reeeived that bounty, which the rules of the charity 
_ aſſign as an encouragement. to thoſe who continue a year 
in their ſervices, and meet the approbation of their ſupe-- 
riors. Some of theſe conſtantly on the Sabbath attend 
religious ſervice at the chapel, and regularly are found at 
the holy table of the Lord. While particular application 
is given as to the habituating them all to induſtry, while 
they are in the houſe ; ſo to the teaching the uninſtructed 
fuch branches of female employ; as may 'enable thoſe who. 
are unfit for ſervices, to get their livelihood with credit and: 
honeſty, when they are replaced in the world. 
That ſome ſhould again return to impurity, could not 
but have been ſuppoſed by the moſt ſanguine eſpouſers of 
this charity; But it ſurely deſerves attention, and is ſome 
proof af the right principles imbibed in the houſe, that 
the ue part even of thoſe WhO have been diſgracefully 
diſmiſſed 


1 * 1 
Giſmiſſed from thenee, have fought for and readily un- 
dertaken the hardeſt ſervices, rather than retutn to 
their former deteſted way of life : nay, and ſome to avoid 
- the neceſſity, have even applied to magiſtrates to ſend 
them abroad, and chereby enable them to procure an ho- 
neſt and induſtrious ſubſiſtence. 
While it ought to be mentioned, as a mark of the 
good government and regulation of the houſe,—and 1 
think we may add, of the good intentions and right prin- 
ciples. wherewith theſe women enter it—that fince the in- 
Kitution of it, no acts of flagrant indecency or groſs miſ- 
behaviour have ever ſhewn themſelves; though no pu- 
niſhments or corrections are ever uſed; for nothing but 


the law of reaſon, of religion, and of lenity is permitted 


to rule in a place, deſigned for a comfortable and delten 
ble retreat to the ſincerely penitent. HE 

Beſides thoſe, who have been placed out in the world, 
many have. been reſtored to their rejoicing parents. And 
could you have been ſpe&ators of the many affecting 


ſcenes, which have paſſed on theſe occaſions; your ſym- 
pathetic hearts would have melted, and you would have 


_ bleſſed a charity productive of ſuch celeſtial comforts — 
Could your hearts be unmoved, if you ſaw, what the hu- 
mane directors of this Charity ſo frequently ſee,—if you 


ſaw an aged parent introduce a young and hapleſs daugh- 


ter; if you heard her with the voice of maternal anguiſh, 


_ thus tenderly implore your chriſtian aid, For Chriſt's 
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and for compaſſion's ſake, take my wretched, ruined 
child into your kind protection; —ſave her, oh fave 
her from utter deſtruction, and in ſo doing ſave alſo 
the life of a miſerable mother ! She was once my ſole 
comfort, once my moſt pleaſing hope! I truſted that 
ſhe would have been the ſtaff and ſupport of my old 
age, and have held me up amidſt al the forrows and 


*« afflitions of widowhood ! But alas, a cruel ſpoiler 


came ; deceiv'd her, artleſs as ſhe was; deluded and 
withdrew her from my roof and protection! In vain, 


« with almoſt broken heart, I ſought her: conſcious of 


her crime, ſhe ſtill flew from me; and abandoned by 


her perfidious and unfeeling deceiver, became a prey 


to the arts of thoſe, who lye in wait to deſtroy the 
young and the friendleſs !—Defiled and diſeaſed, loſt to 
reputation and herſelf, I have at length recovered my 
child; for till ſhe is my child, though thus unhap- 
py !—And on my bended knees I implore, that you 
would have pity on a mother's anguiſh, that you 
would compaſſionate a deſolate widow's difſtreſs—that 
you would revive a. broken heart, and ſave my dear, 
though ruined daughter from that inſtant deſtruction 
and extreme diſtreſs, which otherwiſe muſt unavoid- 
ably attend her. Compaſſionate her youth: pardon. 
the paſt: her tears witneſs her contrition ; let them. 
plead for her; let her mother's tears alſo plead 
for her; -ſave us, oh fave us both, ye tender- 
hearted chriſtians, ſo will the bleſſing of thoſe who are 

« ready 
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* ready to periſh come upon you; ſo will you be fathers 
© to the fatherleſs; and cauſe the dejected widow's heart, 
* long unacquainted with comfort, to ſing for joy.” 
Could your generous hearts refuſe to ſuch a petitioner 
the relief ſhe required? I am convinced they could not. 
Now then, imagine that many ſuch are pleading with 
you for your liberal contributions to this charity—contri- 
| butions ſufficient to enable its governors never to have 
the hard and painful taſk of rejeRing petitioners of this 
fort, —ſufficient to enable them to enlarge their mercy, 
and to open wide their bleſſed. doors, like thoſe of hea- 
ven, at the call of every pitiable and repenting obje&. 
And only think if the benevolent heart feels ſuch a 
guſt of joy in relieving the preſent anguiſh of ſuch plain- 
tive ſufferers; what muſt it feel, when it beholds the 
good effects, the full fruits of its eompaſſion; when it 
ſees the top-ſtone brought forth with-gladneſs, ſees the 
work perfected in the complete felicity. of thoſe to whom. 
was miniſtered. its firſt and. kindly ſuccour ? 
Amongſt many affecting inſtances of this ſort, let us 
not paſs over that of the grateful parents of a young wo- 
man, who had been a conſiderable time in the houſe ; 
who behaved herſelf with all propriety, and who a few 
weeks paſt was received home to her rejoicing parents _ 
How pleaſing, how tenderly pleaſing was it to ſee thoſe 
parents with eyes full of grateful tears, pouring forth, in 
broken accents, their thank ful hearts to the governors of 
this 
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chis charity! . Bleſſed Charity, ſuid they, which hath 


« ſaved our child, our beloved daughter from everlaſting 
„ ruin! A charity for the proſperity of which we muſt 
<«« ever pray, and the benevolent ſupporters of which we 
<< mult ever bleſs, as (under God) the authors of all our 
«« felicity—as the reſtorers, almoſt from death, of our loſt 
and undone child! Amidſt the numberleſs obligations 
«« conferred upon us, permit us (continued they) to aſk 
yet one more; permit us, with our recovered and ne- 
„born daughter, to ſeal our vows of thankfulneſs ad 
devotion at the altar of your Chapel; and to preſent 

«* ourſelves with our beloved child, at that holy table to 
„ him, who hath done fo great things for us!” Who 
cou'd hear ſuch language, and behold ſach tears unmoved, 
and yet undelighted ! - But who unmoved and undelight- 
ed could behold theſe chriſtian and truly ſenſible parents, 


| kneeling on either fide of their daughter at the altar 3 


preſenting their mutual thanks, and lifting up their 
tearful eyes in expreſſive gratitude and gladneſs the pa- 
rents for their recovered child; — the child for her reco- 


vered parents, and with them, her God, her peace, her 


preſent and eternal comfort ! 

Theſe are fights which muſt refreſh every benevolent 
mind; theſe are fruits of this charity, which muſt render it 
amiable in all your eyes; which muſt make you anxious to 
communicate liberally to ſuch good; to be fellow-workers 
in deeds of ſuch 2 excellence For granting 

that 


1 

that many ſhould abuſe this well- intended deſign, (and 
what deſigns are not liable to abuſe ?) granting that half, 
only half of thoſe who ſeek its friendly ſhelter, ſhould 
duly improve its proffer d bleſſings ; nay, granting that 
a tenth part only ſhould be ſaved from the moſt exquiſite 
diſtreſs which can afflict human creatures; that only a 
tenth part ſhould be ſaved from an early and ſhocking 
death, amidſt all thoſe miſeries, which are of moſt fearful 
name, —ſhould be ſaveꝗ from the dire miſeries of the 
death eternal ; — ſurely it were a work well worthy all 
our 'pains, well worthy all the aid and all the appro- 
bation, which the great, the virtuous *g the good can 
give! 

But indeed we have all the certainty, which the nature 
ef the work will admit, that a far greater proportion 
properly improve the benefits of this inſtitution ; and are 
not only made happy themſelves, but diffuſe that happi- 
neſs through the wide circle of their loved relations : 
while they are reſtored to the tate, and become uſeful 
members of it: a circumſtance by no means inconſi- 
derable at a time when war is ſpreading ſo widely its ter- 
rible devaſtationis of the human ſpecies ; nor indeed at 
any time inconſiderable in a commercial nation like ours; 
whoſe ſtrength and proſperity depend on the number of 
its inhabitants. 

However, teſpecting ſome of the . we . ab- 
ſolute certainty; for it hath pleaſed God to call away ſome 


af them ſince their admiſſion into the houſe; who have 
| 1 died. 
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died wich fich marks of real repentance, that no man 5 
could entertain a doubt of their forgiveneſs and acceptance 
with their merciful redeemer. --- But what a thought i is 
that \---Poſlibly had they not been admitted within thoſe 
charitable walls, they had periſhed, horribly periſhed, 
in the ſtreets, amidſt cold and nakedneſs, famine and diſ- 
eaſe, uninſtructed, unrelieved, unpitied, impenitent ! pe- 
riſhed miſerably in this life, only to enter on one far more 
miſerable ! "2 
And indeed when this thought extends itſelf to all the 
women now in the houſe, bleſt with health, reſtored to 
happineſs, induſtriouſly employed, and chearfully ſinging 
| praiſes to their God---many very many of whom, moſt 
probably without this relief ere now would have ended 
their days in the extremity of ſufferings, young and 
wretched victims to the deſolation of wide waſting and 
unrelenting luſt : our compaſſion muſt be moved; and the 
| benevolent heart will want no farther recommendation of 
a work ſo productive of the higheſt good, which mortals 
can aim at or acceompliſh. 

Of which one example further, before J conchade, will 
ſerve more fully to convince you : one example, in which 
you will trace with a ſympathetic pleaſure, the tender 
| ſtruggles of chriſtian rejoicing and parental affection. 

An amiable young creature, juſt in her ſixteenth year, 
was admitted into the houſe : her conduct was humble 
and blameleſs, ſuch as became and denoted the penitent. 


After 
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After her admiſſion, ſhe had the happineſs to be recon- 
ciled to a mother, who had felt the ſevereſt ſorrow for 
her miſconduct, who affectionately loved, and was be- 
loved by her child. Not long fince ſhe was ſiezed with 
a mortal diſeaſe; which ſhe bore with chearfulneſs, forti- 
tude, and reſignation. When ſhe perc@yed the hour 
of death approaching, ſhe earneſtly deſired to fee her wi- 
dowed parent, and to take her laſt farewell. Soon as it 
vas poſſible, the afflicted mother came: the ſoul of the 
daughter ſeemed to revive at the voice of her beloved 
parent, The interview was pathetic and affecting: none pre- 
ſent could refrain from tears.---But it was ſcarcely paſſed, 
ſcarce had the tender parent preſſed the cold and trembling 
lips of her child; before the fluttering ſoul quitted its earth- 
ly habitation,---as if it had only ſtayed to pay this tribute ; 
and to perform this laſt office of filial duty and love! 
Parental affection then, and chriſtian joy ſtrove with each | 
other i in the mother $ breaſt. For a while ſhe ſpoke not- 
| ſhe could not ſpeak. Tears at length burſt forth---ſhe 
wept---ſhe could not but weep for her daughter once loſt, 
but now doubly dear to her by having been found and re- 
ſtored to obedience and virtue. She could not but weep 
for her only daughter, thus carly cut off from her, when 
ſhe had formed pleaſing views of their happineſs and com- 
fort together ; Yet let me not weep, ſaid the parent; 
rather let me rejoice and bleſs the goodneſs of God! 
„Had my child een her ſtate of fin, had ſhe been 
E e 
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<« cut off amidſt proſtitution, | diſeaſe, . and ' miſery, whae 
« could have ſupported my ſoul ? Now by the blefling of 
this heavenly charity, I have ſeen her die in ſuch a man- 
ner, that I cannot doubt her happineſs with God! I will 
not weep for thee, therefore my child, my deareſt child 
« bleſſed for ever bleſſed be God, who has ſaved thee from 
« deſtruction, and reached out his merciful hand to reſcue 
thee from woe-everlaſting | Bleſſed for ever bleſſed be 
«thoſe into whoſe hearts he put it to open the doors of this 
4 houſe of repentance: may they for ever be bleſſed! And 
may their good hearts be refreſhed with the knowledge 
© of many, many daughters dying true penitents like mine: 
« may they live to have the conſtant and fervent prayers 
of many, many parents made happy like mm. 
As it is impoſſible for me to add any thing to this 
2 and intereſting relation (more affecting far, believe 
than I can deſcribe :) I will leave it with you: no- 
— doubting but as parents; as chriſtians; as lovers 
of your country; as full of humanity and benevolence; 
you will all think yourſelves engaged to ſupport and en- 
courage an undertaking, by. which the aching hearts of 
ſo many' parents are comforted ; by which fo many fouls. 
are faved; by which ſo many members are reſtored to 
induſtry and the ſtate; by which every office of benevo- 
lence is diſcharged ; the hungry fed, the naked cloathed, 
the ſtranger taken in, the fick relieved ; eyes given to the 
blind and feet to the lame, - for the worſt of blindneſs, 
©: odd 


* 


that of the mind is diſſipated; while the wavering wandring 
feet are led into the paths of peace and virtue. Who 
can be indifferent to an inſtitution productive of ſuch uni- 
verſal good---an inſtitution, to which we, my. brethren, 
cannot refuſe our beſt aid ; many from motives of honour ; 
all from motives of gratitude to that ever valuable ſex, 
without whom life would be vapid, and every labour irk- 
ome *---Nor can that amiable ſex refuſe their beſt en- 
couragement to an inſtitution, whoſe very foundation wit- 
neſſes an high regard for the intereſt of their ſex ; and the 
diſtreſſes of that part of which for whom we plead, the 
happy virtuous will learn to pity, from a review of the 
comforts which they themſelves enjoy : So richly fed by 
the bounty of providence they will not refuſe to theſe 
daughters of miſery the crums which fall from their ta- 
ble ;---Nor, while they readily admit the poſſibility of re- 
formation in our ſex, will they teach us ſo ſevere a leſſon 
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* Mr. Hanway, (who is always employed in meditating the good of his 
fellow: creatures) in his letters on the Magdalen charity, has this agreeable 
reflection: if © the price of a good woman is beyond gold: if the fin- 
cereſt joys of life low from the conduct of virtuous women; and the acu- 
teſt miſeries from the vicious part of the ſex : were it poſſible to drop the 
conſideration of a future ſtate, the converting bad women into good ones 
would be a work worthy the higheſt applauſe of men, as the converſion of 
finners is a ſubje& of joy to angelt. Even the conſciouſneſs of ſuch a 
good intention will aſſuredly advance their happineſs, who attempt it.“

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againſt themſelves, as to deny that poſſibility t to any of 
their own ; eſpecially, when ſecluded from the world, 


retirement gives an edge to their ſerious reflections. 


But why ſhould 1 urge thus much? it is enough, that 


you are great, that you are benevolent, that you are chriſi- 


cans, to aſſure us, that this inſtitution ſhall © never want 
your ample aſſiſtance: An inftitution indeed hitherto re- 
markably bleſt and honoured ; and at whoſe religious and 


affecting ſervice in the chapel we have ſeen many a noble 


eye ſhed tears of generous and ſympathetic pity, tears, 


which have dignified nobility, and which ſpeak the heart 
good as well as great, Won by that ſervice many 


who have come, with far other intentions, have confeſſed 


the humanity of the undertaking ;. many who ſhall here- 


after come, will own, we truſt, that their objections (if 
yet any objections remain) are done away and their ſcru- 
ples filenced : while their hearts and their eyes teſtify a 
perfect approbation of a charity in every reſpect con- 
formable to the goſpel of Chriſt, and in every view ho- 
nourable to che times in Which we live. 

I muſt not conclude in juſtice without faying, + mail in 
every reſpe& honourable to you, its benign and unwearied 
ſupporters, directors, and managers.” From the happy know- 
ledge of many of you, I have been enabled to draw that 


picture of the benevolent man, which I gave you at the begin- 


ning, for youexemplify the character. Go on in that work, 
„ 
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the eſtabliſhment of which, abundantly teſtifies the-good- 
neſs of your hearts, and the reality of your religion : the 
conduct of which abundantly teſtifies the delicacy of your 
ſentiments, and the ftrength of your judgments,---Go on, 
' ſecure of the eſtimation and high applauſe of all the vir- 
tuous and the valuable: ſuperior to the little taunts of 
meaner thinkers, ſuperior to all the oppoſition which 
timid treachery, ridicule, or malevolence would throw in 


your way. That charity is not perfect, which refuſes to 
ſuffer ſomewhat, which is diſcouraged by difficulties in the 


proſecution of its juſt and upright purpoſes. . Firm in your 


benevolence and extenſive in your generous proſpects, go 


on; and you will fee the good work proſper under your 
hands: You are engaged in an honourable, a delightful 
enterprize---God i is for you; and he will crown it! You 


Hall enjoy, what is infinitely beyond every other enjoy- 
ment, the fervent thankſgivings of many parents made 


happy by your means: you ſhall enjoy the bleſſing of 


many who were ready to periſh, but thro' your charity 


are reſcued from deepeſt miſery, and reſtored to all good. 


Induſtry, when it hears of it, ſhall praiſe. you: your coun- 


try ſhall hold your names in honour and eſteem: And 


what is chief of all, God, the great God of infinite 
love and power ſhall guard you with his peculiar pro- 


tection while here; ſhall reward your chriſtian benevo- 


lence hereafter, through his adorable ſon, with glory 


which ſhall flouriſh, when all the triumphs of time are 
no more 
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es bleſſed Lord may they all inherit that glory! all 


who contribute to this chriſtian deſign for the faving 
of loſt ſouls---Oh may they all enjoy thy continued pro- 
tection, thy peculiar favour ! ſhield them in every danger ; ; 
guide them in every difficulty : bleſs them in their going 
out and in their coming in : bleſs them in their domeſtic, 
bleſs them in their public life: bleſs them with all deſira- 
ble bleſſings below /; and bleſs them moſt, when moſt 
they want it, when they lie ſick upon their beds make 
thou, oh God, all their beds in their ſickneſs l And in 
the hour of death, and in the day of judgment, be T Hou, 
who cameſt into the world to ſave ſinners, their advocate, 
their friend, their interceſſor, and remember and fulfil 
on their behalf thine own moſt faithful promiſe. ** They 
who are wiſe and turn many to righteouſneſs ſhall ſhine
